Miiford, June 21—Just before 


noon today Major J. B. Wallace 
of Miiford, a life long friend of 
the dead governor, 
called at 


Promont i\ith a beautiful Amer- 
ican flag. He unfurled the col- 
ors and draped them across the 
casket, tears streaming from his 
eyes. 
"Years ago he asked me 


to perform this office for 
him. 


'Colonel,* he said 
to 
me 'If I 


should go before you, don't send 
flowers, but place an American 
flag on my coffin iri memory of 
the old days. 1 will promise to 
do th*j sahie for you.' Here is 
the flag. It is the saddest duty 
1 have ever had to perform." 


Miiford, June 21.—This little town 


never held so many strangers in the 
whole period of its existence as to- 
day. They came to attend the funer- 
al of the late 
Governor Pattisoii 


Early morning visitors began arriv- 
ing from all surrounding districts in 
vehicles of every description 
from 


smart turnouts of prosperous gentle- 
men farmers to homely and well used 
springwagons of the humbler tillers 
of the 
soil. 
Automobiles brought 


friends from Cincinnati and suburbs. 
Special trains brought soldiers with 
smart blue uniforms and trappings, 
citizens in all walks of life, state of- 
ficials from Columbus and members of 
the organizations of which the Gov- 
ernor was a. member. 


A special train bearing the state 


officials from Columbus arrived with 
the coaches draped in black. Each of- 
ficial wore a badge of mourning. The 
train was met by officers and men of 
the First regiment and the officials 
were escorted to Promont where they 
paid their respects to the family oi 
the dead governor and returned to the 
village to await the time 
for 
the 


funeral services

the late Governor was held from t'.w 
beautiful home at Promont this aft- 
ernoon. It was simple, 
in keeping

acter. At noon the doors were open- 
ed and at once began n steady flow 
through the rooms, which continued 
without intermission for two honr= 
The l»ody lay in the family dra%vir.:; 
rocni enclosed in a beautiful blarV 
casket with black handles and silver 
plate, bearing only the name and date 
of tho birth and death. 


The room was fil3--d with a profu- 


sion of floral offerings.

At the 
gates ot Greenlawn 
the file of sol- 


diers opened ranks and the cortege 
passed through. Short services were 
conducted at the grave and the body 
was lowered to the last resting place.

Cincinnati, O., June 21.—In the most 


beautiful spot in the cemetery at Mil- 
ford, O., the body of Governor Patti- 
son was this afternoon consigned to 
earth. Interment was private and fol- 
lowed the last rites at the Pattison 
residence. The funeral services, while 
simple and without display of ostenta- 
tion, were sincere and impressive. 


Eight privates acted as active pall- 


bearers and thb First regiment, O. N. 
G., escorted the body to the cemetery. 
This was the only military feature of 
the funeral. 


Burial services were held at the res- 


idence. 
Bishop Spellmeyer of 
the 


Methodist Episcopal church made the 
principal address, following Ret. Le- 
sourd, pastor of the Miiford Methodist 
Episcopal, church. Bishop Earl Cran- 
ston of Washington, D. C., also of- 
ficiated. 


Governor Harris, members of "the 


supreme court., state officers, practical- 
ly the entire membership of the gen- 
eral- assembly and the military staff 
"Which has formed a bodyguard succes- 
sively of Governors Herrick, Pattison 
and Harris, arrived at noon at Miiford 
to participate in the services held over 
the body of John M. Pattison, the late 
governor. 
The official representation 


among the mourners at the bier of the 
dead executive was larger than was 
expected. Though the members or the 
legislature were 
scattered 
widely, 


Clerks Sandles of the senate and Doty 
of the house were able to~get word to 
almost every member. Appropriate 
badges were worn by the members of 
the'official party. The floral offering 
by the state officers was a reproduc- 
tion of the great seal of the state, with 
the sheaf of golden wheat and the sun 
shining, above the hills, and-was-teujL 
feet in height. 


EFFORTS MADE 


To Have Governor Harris Appoint a 


Lieutenant Governor. 


Columbus," O., June 21.—Republican 


leaders, it is stated, are making 
strenuous efforts to have Governor, 
Harris appoint a lieutenant governor, 
and citing the precedent in the case of 
Harry Gordon of Cincinnati, who was 
appointed lieutenant governor to fill 
the vacancy caused by the resignation 
of Carl Nippert. It is true the supreme 
court upheld the appointment of Gor- 
don, 
but in the present situation the 


conditions are different. According to 
the best constitutional authority there 
is no vacancy in the lieutenant gov- 
ernor's office, 
Lieutenant 
Governor 


Harris simply assuming the duties of 
governor under the strictly technical 
title of acting governor. 


The federal government has paid an 


unusual tribute to the late Governor 
John M. Pattison by putting at half- 
mast the national and customs flags on 
the Columbus federal building, this 
having been done in answer to Custo- 
dian W. C. Kennedy's telegram asking 
permission to do so. At the time of 
the late Senator Hanna's death, al- 
though he was a member of the United 
States senate, the flags were allowed 
to be lowered only during the hour of 
his funeral. 


The state officers, called together by 


the death of the late Governor John 
M. Pattisen, paid appropriate tribute 
te his memory by recording an esti- 
mate of his character and his public 
services. The resolution read: "Though 
stricken with fatal disease upon the 
day of his Inauguration whereby he 
was prevented from entering upon the 
full discharge of the duties of his ofllce 
and from active association with us, 
he had led a prominent life as a pri- 
vate citizen and he had held positions 
of public trust, honor and confidence 
In which relation he had won general 
recognition of his high personal char- 
acter and of the depth and sincerity 
of his convections. Governor Patti- 
son's patriotism was attested by mili- 
tary service in the United States army 
as one of tee youngest soldiers in tbat 
splendid host which marched and 
struggled tor the perpetuity of the na- 
tion. As a member of congress and as 
a member in *3ie general assembly of 
Ohio, his course was marked by 
earnestness, devotion and sincerity. 
His devotion to his chuich and to the 
cause of the Christian religion Is sel- 
dom equaled by one so absorbed in 
important business and so devoted to 
th<> duties of public station. In private 
and imbHc life he has given an unmis- 
takable example of sincere devotion 
and high ideals."

As Mrs. Kaufmann 
left her cai- 


riage to enter the 
court room the 


throng surged about her, mumuring 
ominously. 


The women spat on the prisoner as 


she passed and scores hissed her. The 
proceedings were brief, the state rest- 
ing abruptly and asking that the pris- 
oner be held without bail. This was 
promptly ordered. 


Judge Aiken, counsel for the de- 


fendant asked that his client be giv- 
en some protection, as she had been 
insulted already, and there was dan- 
ger of futrher hostile action. The 
court promised this and in looking 
Sfi&urior"policemen to~~enforce the 
order, could find none. 
They 
had 


disappeared, as .also had the Kauf- 
mann carriage 
from the entrance. 


These circumstances are to be inves- 
tigated. 
' 


As Mrs. Kaufmann, her husband, 


and Sheriff Philips reappeared on the 
street they found themselves facing 
an infuriated mob. "Lynch her," a 
voice back in the crowd cried. 
The 


prisoner shrank behind her husband, 
a large, powerful man, turning pale 
from fright. Mr. Kaufmann and the 
sheriff started to hurry the woman 
across to Mayor Burnside's livery sta- 
ble, but the mob, cursing and threat- 
ening, blocked the way. 


AVomen's excited voices were heard 


to scream, "Tear her to pieces!" 
"Scratch her e3res out!" and calling 
her "Murderess." 


Some struggled to the fore and spat 


upon the terrified woman. Men, who 
were in the minority, made threats, 
but no one took the initiative and the 
prisoner was pushed into the barn. 


Placed in a carriage, s team was 


started on the 
run and the 
mob 


parted just in time to escape beins? 
trampled upon. Mrs. Kaufmann was 
taken home, where she had been a 
prisoner amid luxury since her ar- 
rest a week ago. Hearing of this the 
Parkston delegation from the girl's 
home, headed by AVilliam Fish, de- 
clared he and his friends would not 
leave here until Mrs. Kaufman was 
in jail. 


Thieats of burning down tbe housp 


and avenging the death of the young 
servant were heard. This brought ar. 
order that 
the prisoner 
should be 


placed in jail. 


At about 3 o'clock a man giving 


the name of John Magoon was ar- 
rested. He was haranguing a crowd 
of ICO men. 


"She ought to be hanged," 
he 


shouted. "If somebody will bring im- 
a ropo I will lead the crowd to th' 
jail, and we'll take her out and string 
her np " Magoon was hustled off to 
jail.

The textile council icf»rred this offer 
back to the individu.il unions for their

T'pon the request of the defendant's. 


attoineys Judge Sewaid gave the lol- 
lowing instructions to the jury Thur&- 
dav before the arguments were made 
by the lawyers: 


"Gentlemen of the Jury: The juiy 


is not rpquired to bp satisfied beyond 
a reasonable doubt that the testimony 
as to the alibi is true, but if that tes- 
timony cieates a 
reasonable uncei- 


tainty in I 
ainds of the jury that 


Levi ilevaul was away from his home 
at t~np tinip when Frances AVertz was 
killed it is the duty of the jury to ac- 
quit him. 


"If the jury are not entirely satis- 


fied that there is no other reasonable 
theory or hypothesis as to how Fran- 
ces \V>rtz came to death, other than 
that she was killed by the defendant, 
it is the duty ot the jury to return a 
verdict of 'not guilty' 


"The jury must be convinced en- 


tirely by the testimony and by no 
other influence that the 
dpfendant, 


and no othpr person, struck the blow 
or blows which ratised the death of 
Mrs. 
WerU, and if they aie not so 


entirely convinced they should return 
a verdict of 'not guilty.' 


"If the jury is not so thoroughly 


convincpd that the testimony of Eva 
Wertz is true in that she saw the de- 
fendant in the house where and at 
the time the deceased was killed so 
as to remove all reasonable uncertain- 
ty the samp should be disregarded by 
the jury. 


"If thp tpstimony as to the bad rep- 


utition of Eva AVertz as

raises a reasonable doubt as to

(ruth of her statement that she saw 
thr* defendant strike Frances Wertz, 
said statement must be disregarded 
by the jurv.

Hold Meeting at Clevland—Hocking 


Valley Claimed to he Given 


tin Advantage. 


Cleveland, O., June 21 —Peace in the 


mining regions is remote. The Ohio 
coal operators of distiict No. 8, better 
known as the Pittsbuis \cin, met here 
iu conference and unanimously decid- 
ed to reject the terms of compromise 
entered into between John If. Winder, 
representing the Ohio operators, aiid 
the representatives of the miners at 
Columbus. 
The opeiators of No. 8 


district were dissatisfied with the set- 
tlement of the strike on the basis of 
an increase of 5.S8 per cont over the 
1904 
scale, and the reaction of the 


contract with the miners was taken 
upon that ground. The Pittsburg vein 
operators claim that the terms of the 
proposed contract would give the oper- 
ators of the Hocking district a big ad- 
vantage over them in the cost of pro- 
duction of coal. Wliile Xo. 8 district 
is not the largest distiict in the state, 
it produces the most coal. About 13,- 
000 men are employed in the mines, 
which are largely controlled by Cleve- 
land men. 


The miners in district No. 8 have 


asked for a joint conference at Wheel- 
ing, W. Va., June 27, but the operators 
have not yet decided whether they will 
grant it. .Another meeting of the op- 
erators will be held in a few days to 
take action on that matter. In the 
meantime none of the mines In the 
district will be started. The Plum 
Run and the Crow Hollow mines, 
which are being run by nonunion men, 
will be kept open, but no attempt will 
be made to start additional mines with 
nonunion men. 


Steubenville, O., June 21—The un- 


ion coal miners of this county are- 
disappointed that they have not yet 
been summoned to woik. The Hanna 
Coal company of Dillonvale has noti- 
fied its guards to stay, as they feared 
the Wheeling 
convention will not 


agree on dead work matter although 
the pick and day work scale are re- 
garded settled. 
Secretary Rankin is 


confident from his talks with the op- 
erators and miners that all will be 
settled at the Wheeling convention 
Wednesday. 
A number 
of 
strike 


breakers at Plum Run will remain 
and will be taken into the union.

Aldermen Given LfNwonn on Street 


CleuiilniiT—School Children TuiiK'it 
How to UeaulJfy the Town—Vrlzc* 
for Bent I'lantx ami Vr»ti't:ilili-N. 


The Woairu's Civic Improvemcut 


loa^uo of Kalainii/.oo. Hii'oii^li a Iciral 
coininiltce of Hie i-h:irity di'purtmunt, 
Is atteiiiiitiug to as.-.i.^l poverly strick- 
eu women luirdeiicd ^ith Hhiftless hus- 
bands to secure legal sepurutiou, and 
already three suits are peudiiig iii the 
local court that were begun by attor- 
neys acting for the league. 


A systematic effort to rid the town of 


chattel mortgage loan sharks has al- 
ready beeu instituted by the women of 
the association. The women are tak- 
ing the initiative in matters of im- 
proVement in all civic lines, and they 
do not hesitate to appear iu court to 
testify as witnesses when the occasion 
requires. 
Ill the league membership 


is a delegate representation from all 
the women clubs of the town, includ- 
ing the Ladies' Library association, 
Daughters of American Revolution, 
Celry City club, of colored women; 
Twentieth Century club, Methodist 
Pastors' union, St. Luke's guild, W. C. 
T. U. and Hebrew Ladies' Benevolent 
association. 


Last year the league planned and 


successfully carried out a civic house 
cleaning. 
Sending a committee from 


the association before the council, the 
women induced the aldermen to allow 
them a sum equal to the amount then 
being paid for cleaning three blocks 
of the principal street of the town. The 
league promised in turn to personally 
Superintend the cleaning of that stretch 
of pavement at a price less than was 
then being paid by the city, and, be- 
sides, they promised to keep the street 
clean. 


Through the efforts of Mrs. Crane the 


Colonel Waring system of cleaning was 
adopted and four men were sent out 
'with carts and brooms, dressed in 
white suits. Mrs. Bartlett Crane and 
associates in the league work were on 
hand to direct four white wings as 
the advance guard against filth and 
dirt. The work was so thoroughly and 
cheaply done that the aldermen dis- 
posed of the rotary steel sweeper aud 
ordered that all pavements be hand 
swept, and that the street cleaners be 
attired in white coats and helmets. 
The plan has worked fully as well un- 
der the management of the town offi- 
cials as it did under the direction of 
the women of the league, and Kalama- 
zoo streets" are a marvel of cleanliness. 


The women have in their work of 


attempting to beautify the town gone 
to the school children, knowing that to 
interest them will mean more care ia 
lawns, delight in flower beds and 
added beauty to home surroundings. 


The Junior City Improvement league 


has organized and now has a member- 
ship of 1,100. Three sets of prizes were 
offered for the best plants and beds 
and vegetables. The Commercial club 
became interested and offered cash 
prizes for the best essays on "What 
Our Children Can Do to Make Kalama- 
zoo Cleaner and More Beautiful." The 
work along this line is progressing- 
satisfactorily, and the Junior league 
will reach a membership of 2,000 be- 
fore the end of another year. 


It/was through the personal efforts 


of the women of the league that the" 
city council enacted an anti-spitting 
ordinance. No favorites are played 
and men in all walks of life are being 
reported as violators of the act The 
latest department of the league organ- 
ized is that to deal with the poorer 
classes. The charity work includes the 
giving out of clothing aud provisions. 
A wood yard is maintained whore men 
willing to work are given employment, 
for which they are paid with checks on 
groceries. Money is never given, but 
the tickets may be exchanged for 
clothing or furniture. 


At a meeting held recently at which 


the league members and the Commer- 
ciahclub attended jointly Mrs. Crane 
presented figures she had gathered. 
She found that there arc 200 chattel 
mortgages in force in the city upon 
which 87 to 120 per cent is being paid 
annually. The total amount of the 
mortgages reaches 512.500. She told 
of one man who had borrowed S10. had 
paid it back three times and still owed 
the principal. A joint committee has 
been appointed from the membership 
of the two organizations, and legal ac- 
tion will be begun against the sir com- 
panies doing unlawful business.
